With a renew'ed attack upon th# 
competency of the defense alienists, 
describing the mental debility of the 
youthful murderers of Robert Franks, 
Mr. Crowe insisted upon a name for 
“these strange mental 
diseases 
in­

From the outset the explosive argu­ 
ment of the prosecutor drew the ob­ 
ject ©ns of the defense and a long 
wrangle over technicalities followed. 
Crowe Is Irritated 
Mr. Crowe was irritated by the ob­ 
jections and said to the bench: 
“They have been quoting poetry and 
philosophy here for four days; I don't 
see why we can’t have a little cita­ 
tion from the law.” 
“We have heard everything that is 
in the hooks and a great deal that 
never got into the hooks from th© 
three wise men from the East brought 
in by the defense, hut nobody has 
ventured to give this mental disease 
a name,” said Mr. Crowe.
